Be Available Here Soon

Penicillin, recently released for un- 
restricted civilian use, will be avail- 
able by March 15 at Reeves Drug 
store, it was announced this week by 
George E, Borovicka. 

The supply of tliis drug, termed one 
of the most powerful agents yet dis- 
covered for combatting infections in 
the human body, has heretofore been 
generally reserved for use of the 
armed forces, except in some emer- 
gencies. 

Like the sulfa drugs, which are of 
Chemical derivation, penicillin, an or- 
ganic product derived from certain 
types of mold, calls for careful admin- 
1^.9''^ under the :sui)ervision of a 
physician, and used under prescrip- 
tion only.

Praise for their son, Sgt, Ervin A. 
Kohnke, is contained in a letter re- 
ceived by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Gust Kohnke of Salem, Wis., from 
Maj. Gen. C. L. Chennault, command- 
ing the 14Ui Air force in China, who 
told of the circumstances under which 
the soldier gave his life for Ws 
country. \ 

Sgt. Kohnke was killed in action in 
a plane crash near Kanchow, Chink, 
Jan. 14, and was buried in the Ameri- 
can cemetery at Kunming. \ 

"Sgt. Kohnke was armorer-gunner 
of an airplane which crashed near 
Kanchow, China, while on an import- 
ant combat mission," the general 
wrote. "Your son was killed instantly 
and witliout pain. The body was in- 
terred in an American cemetery at 
Kunming, China, with full military 
honors, his comrades and membei^ of 
my staff attending the services. 

"Your son was one of the host of 
American heroes who have died that 
we might live in freedom. The many 
friends and comrades who admired 
his sincerity and devotion to duty; 
cannot but be inspired by his ex- 
ample. We will always cherish his me- 
mory. I wish to take this means of 
expressing to you the sympathy of Iho 
officers and men of my command." ] 

Sgt. Kohnke had been in the ser* 
vice sines June,. 1942, having pre* 
viously been employed on the family 
farm just west of Highway 75. He was 
home on furlough in December, 1942^ 
and again in April, 1944. -t 

In September, 1944, he wont over-l 
seas from Hunter field, Savannali;- 
Ga„ flying three-quarters of the way" 
around (he world with the othei^ 
members of his B-25 bomber crew to 
reach his station in China. 

In the latest letter received from 
him by his family, dated Dec. 28, he- 
told of -the Chflstmas ^ celebration at' 
his base. 

He was born in New London, Wis. 
The family moved to Kenosha in 
1923, leaving that city four years 
later to engage in farming. Sgt. 
Kohnke was a graduate of the Oak 
View school. 

He is survived by his parents; a 
brother, Clarence, and two sisters, 
Mrs. Elmer Miller and Miss Marcella 
Kohnke, all of Salem, Another sister, 
Mrs, Louis Mowen, died in 1938. 

Twelve cousins of Sgt. Kohnke are 
now in the armed service.

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Add to Conservation List — ^Water 

Only recently have late winter rains begun to wash 
Qway the snow that has blanketed large areas of Illinois 
farm land since early in December. 

The snow has Increased feed requirements In some 
sections, thus forcing farmers to draw heavily on their 
Etored hay, 

On the other iiand, complaints of many farm wells 
going dry in southeastern Illinois are being received by 
the state and U. S. departments of agriculture. 

These complaints are of particular interest in view 
of reports from some sections of tiie country to the ef- 
fect that the level and the amount of underground water 
are being gradually lowered. 

It looks, in fact, as though in addition to conserva- 
tion of soil, game, timber and wild flowers, the, atten- 
tion of the public is due to bo directed next to tlie con- 
servation of tlie water resources of tlic country. 

Already, in many areas, marsh land that was once 
"reclaimed" by draining is being re-flooded. 

Dams are l)cing put in on many smaller rivers or 
at the oullols of lakes to raise, maintain or equalize 
the water level. 

All this points to a growing consciousness of tlie 
importance of conserving one of the greatest natural 
resources of many areas in this country — llie abundant 
supply of water witli wliich they were naturally en- 
dowed. 

This trend will be watched with especial interest 
by residents in tlic Cliain of Lakes area, which has been 
a pioneer In campaigning for the conservation of water- 
ways and natural resouix'es. 

True,, people liere have had a selfish motive in that 
their liveiihood lias been somewhat dependent, in some 
cases, upon tlie preservation of these resources. 

However, in llie larger analysis, the livelihood of 
the nation tlopeiuis to a considerable degree upon the 
way in whidi lliosc resources have been guarded, and 
it is c,\pccled llial as time goes on more and more areas 
will grow Vcoiiservalion-miiided."

Laws of Aerodynamics i 

- Fooled by Bumblebee 

SAN ANGELO, TEXAS. — The 
airworthiness of the bumblebee, al- 
leged on scientific grounds to be un- 
able to fly, has been defended by the 
Aeronautical Chamber, of Com- 
merce, ' 

Pvt. Lyman A. Sayre of the San 
Angelo army air field, wrote the 
chamber in New York: 

"According to aerodynamics, the 
bumblebee should not be able to 
fly. Can you give us any proof, 
either pro or con, on this subject?" 

And the chamber's technical de- 
partment replied: 

"The laws of aerodynamics as ap- 
plied to fixed wings would prove the 
bumblebee unable to- fly because of 
the excessively high wing loading. 

"However, a special field of aoro- 
dynamics, which might be called 
'boedynamics,' would very clear- 
ly demonstrate the fact that with 
fiufiiciently rapid oscillation it is pos- 
sible for a very small flat surface 
to lift a much greater weight than 
can be expected -from an airfoil 
shape under the laws of aerodyna- 
mics."

Life in "Waves," 
Army Medical Corps 
Topics of Speal(ers 



Uncle Sam is a strict boss, but 
generally a fairly considerate one, 
Charlotte Bell, Y 1/c of the Waves, 
told members of tlie Anlioch Business 
and Professional Women's club at a 
meeting Monday evening in the home 
of Mrs. 0. £. Ilachmeistcr. 

Miss Boll appeared as the navy re- 
presentative on an Anny-Navy pro- 
gram, with Dr, L. J. Zimmerman, re- 
cently retired captain in the medical 
corps, speakinji for the army. 

Capt, Zimmerman, who served on 
Gen, Spaatz' staff during the cam- 
paigns in Tunisia, and other parts of 
northern Africa, told of his exper- 
iences and observations there and on 
islands in the Caribbean^ where he 
was sent early in the war. 

He made llic trip to his Caribbean 
station as officer in command of a 
dental unit, aboard a ship in a con- 
voy from which two siiips were lost 
during the trip, he recalled. Some- 
thing of the difficulties 'of setting up 
and maintaining an amiy dental of- 
fice on an island where the jun- 
gle, a minor liurricanc, an earth- 
quake, and all manner of tropical 
diseases helped to make life interest- 
ing was told by the speaker, who also 
recalled ruefully tlic first inspection 
"stood" by liis unit, just off the ship 
and weary from its journey, Ijocal 
laundresses, he added, made the .se- 
cond inspection al.so something less 
Uian a success wlicn they "borrowed" 
some of the uniforms for their l)oy 
friends. 

Africa he recalled for its startlingly 
high temponilurcs. particularly in 
Iran and Iraq. 

"The people of those countries act- 
ually cannot work the way Americans 
arc expected to— not only because of 
laziness, but rather more because they 
suffer from so nuiny diseases and 
from such a variety of intestinal para- 
sites and bacteria," he gave it ns his 
opinion. "Their diet also is to blame, 
since many of them are very poor 
and do not have adequate food or tlie 
right kind of food," he observed. 

Miss Ucll told something of the 
daily roulinc of tlie Waves and their 
training. 

"We get the same pay as ilie hoys 
do, and naturally, tiic navy expects 
us to do our share to earn it. but they 
try to give ns a break when they 
can," she said. "Our 'boot training,' 
for instance, is less rigorous than that 
of the boys, and although we 'stand 
watches.' ovirs are cut to two hours 
rather than four hours."

The work of the National Institute 
of Family Relations, Chicago, in aid- 
ing married couples to preserve their 
marriages and avoid the alternative 
of divorce was described for the Anti- 
och Woman's club Monday afternoon 
by Leonard Manning Ware, lawyer 
and psychologist. 

Among the successful techniques 
used. Ware told the club, is the psy- 
chodramatic theater, a scientific meth- 
od of dramatizing the behavior of the 
marital partners for analysis and ad- 
justment. 

Ware, who is a founder of the in- 
stitute, explained that it is a private 
non-profit organization incorporated 
for advice and counsel toward success 
in marriage and family life. 
He observed that "although divorces 
have been taking place at a wholesale 
rate, a modem scientific approach to 
this problem demonstrates that mari- 
tal disharmony and broken homes are 
preventable or curable by means of 
proper education and instruction. 

"For those who have not found 
happiness in marriage," he continued, 
"the institute furnishes a thorough 
scientific service in problems and dis- 
agreements involving maladjustment, 
personality, difTicullies, infantile fixa- 
tions, home economics, recreation, 
mutual misundorsLandings, marriage 
psychology, the handling of children, 
etc. 

"When those who are on the road 
to divorce or separation become fully 
aware of the disastrous pei-sonal con- 
sequences, they choose rather to seek 
re-education and training for success- 
ful marriage," he continued, ascribing 
to this the success of the institute. 

Mrs. A. F. Matlhiscn, program 
chairman, preceded tlie introduction 
of tlie speaker with a reading of Kaii- 
lil Gibran's prose poem, "Marriage," 
from his book, "Tlie Prophet."

Decehiralization Keynote of 
Ambitious Scheme, 

LONDON.— Britain's largest met- 
ropohtan area — London — is big 
enough, and further expansion should 
be prohibited while its factories and 
10,000,000 inhabitants are reshuffled 
for a more reasonable and decent 
standard of living, it was recom- 
mended recently. 

Prof, Patrick Abercrombie, com- 
missioned to draw up a postwar plan 
for the 2,500 square miles of densely 
populated London and environs, 
gave the British ministry of town 
and country planning 130,000 words 
of recommendations which, if ac- 
cepted, would require 10 to 20 years 
to execute. 

Decentralization was the keynote 
of the ambitious plan which Aber- 
crombie and his staff spent 2^A years 
perfecting. He recommended that 
1,000,000 persons be moved from the 
heart of London and reestablished in 
areas within a 30 to 50 mile radius 
of the old city. Nine new satellite 
cities with a population of about 
80,000 each should be formed on the 
outskirts of the city, he said. 

Industries must go too, the pro- 
fessor said, predicting that indus- 
tries automatically would cooperate 
when decentralization was made at- 
tractive to them. 

The planning expert suggested 
that evacuation due to air attacks 
"just about comes within limits of 
the plan," If returning families are 
reestablished in the new areas in- 
stead; of p"atched-up bomb-damaged 
homes; this hurdle will be surmount- 
ed with little difllculty, he said. 

West end London, with its swanky 
apartment houses, still would be 
..crowded with 200 persons to the 
acre, but nowhere else in England 
would the population be so dense. 
Areas which now are jammed, some 
of them 500 to the acre, would be 
reduced to between 180 and 136 per- 
sons to the acre, graduating to 30 to 
the acre in the outlying regions; 

Three hundred thousand new 
homes would be needed under the 
plan. 

Millionaire Stays in 

One Room for Six Years 

ST. LOUIS, MO.— Nearly six years 
ago Helmuth C. Setz, 53, a St. Louis 
millionaire, went into his hotel room, 
carefully closed the door behind him 
and stayed there. Since then he 
hasn't so much as gone into- the 
corridor, according to his brother, 
Carl, and until a reporter for the St, 
Louis Globe-Democrat found him, he 
hadn't, in all that time, talked with 
a stranger. 

In the interview, . Helmuth Setz 
said he had not become a recluse 
"from fear or dislike of people. Par- 
tially it's from desire to continue 
niy chemical studies and read with- 
out intrusion." He added: "It's real- 
ly difficult to give a concise reason 
for my withdrawal." 

Asked if he would ever leave his 
room, he replied, "Sometime I 
might." 

Setz, a "graduate of the University 
of California, led a normal, active 
life until he holed up in the hotel, 
his brother says. But "this is the 
type of life he chooses. We know 
he is happy." 

Setz's food always is served by 
the same waiter. Neitlier says any- 
thing during the meals. His broth- 
er comes in once a week, and Setz 
•keeps abreast of current events by 
reading newspapers. 'He has no ra- 
dio, and never answers his tele- 
phone.
